Our county ls the finest body of agri-
cultural land on the gleba. Our city
possesses more natural sdvantages than
nimety-nine hundrediths of all earth’s
great manufacturing eenters and com-
morcial emporlums, Ard yet, the con-
stant ery among us for vears. kas been
hard times, no money, all going to ruln.
Why? What's the cause? Well, hear us
& few minutes, and we'il give you some
of the causes, for thers are several. Big
publie debts and high taxes sre not all.
I'here are o.hers for which our owa peo-
ple are responsible, and which they have
the power to remedy, and by dolng so.
improve our financial and commercial con-
dition at once.

For years, many of our citicens have
depesited and Invested all their surplus
funds In 8t. Louis. One of our most In-
telligent bankers puts the sverage amount
thus withdrawn from onr town slone, at
from $50,000 o $100,000, beside all the
balances kept there by our banks for ex-
charge. From £530,000 to §100.000,earned
and owned in Lexington, Invested abread,
while our whole county languishes and
suffers for want of eapitai. It is noterious
tbat money earns less in St. Leuid than
here. And that it is less secure, is shown
by recent events. All depo-its In St.
Leuis banks were locked up duaring the
paule; while our Lexington banks went
straight on with their business; no sus-
pensions, no closed doors. no tailures,

The money of our home bsauks is lu
greal messure loaned on Lafayette county
Isads, the best security In the market.
Sending it abroad prevents all the good it
would do here.

Many of our citizens buy their supplies
of both dry-goods and groceries, In St.
Louis. They ought to patronize our own
merchants, and Kesp ail the money at
home.

Large amounts of wmoney have beeu
withdrawn, and are still withheld, from
our banks, by depositors—not to invest—
not to pay debts—not to lend to those who
need it—but for fear it might be wanted in
future. It is estimated, that at least $50,-
000 is to~-day hosrded in Lexington, carried
in pockets, stuffed in rat-holes, hid in old
stockiug-legs, withdrawn from elircula-
tion. Put this sf@oat, spd it would pay
$500,000 of debts in a fortmight.

Mea with $500 tressury potes, carrled
{or moaolhs in their bresches pockets, sol-
emnly assure you tbey can bardly get
bread and meat. Men considered poor
are burdened with money for which they
have no use; and their wives are rendered
miserable by having the precious board
entrusted to their vigilance and care, to
be stuck into eupboards or thrust under
mattresses. One poor man, during the
late flurrv, drew $400 from oune of our
banks, which he has since begged a gen-
tleman engaged in & manufacturing enter-
prise to borrow from him.

There is now more curreney than usual
in Lexington at this time of the year.
Our ecoal, our grain, our hogs are all
bringing in daily tens of thousands of
dollars. But the people that own it, are
afiaid to use it. The currency is called
irredeemable and worthless. All money
is worihless when hoarded. It Is only
valuable as a eirculatiog medium. Don’t
be afrald to shove It areund. Letit cir-
culate; the meore, the merrier; the quick-
er the better.

ANOTHER FIRE AT WARRENSBURG.

Warrensburg seems to be suffering a
foretaste here of many a loyal pharisee's
hereafier. Last wesk, we gave an account
of a huge shermanization, destroving
soveral buildinga snd a few human belugs.
Agnin the fire-fiend—(vide all country
newspapers)—has broken loose Ia her
midst. A grand cenflagration begsn at 3
o'clock, Wednesday morolng, avd swept
away three of the principal business build-
ings in the place. The chief sufferers are
